He will em¬ 
phasize mental attitudes — what 
they are and how they affect our 
feelings. Satisfactory adjustment 
versus “trouble” will conclude the 
captain’s preliminary remarks.

Camp Anza’s Zips swept 
through all opposition in the 
double softball tourney at 
Palm Springs last week-end 
to become softball champs of 
the entire Southern Security 
District of the United States. 

In the Southern Security Dis¬ 
trict ASF Tourney, the Zips de¬ 
feated Ft.

The Southern Invasion— 
War's Worst Kept Secret 

The invasion of southern France 
was the worst kept secret of the 
war, according to Supreme Head¬ 
quarters in England. Thousands of 
Frenchmen and Americans knew it 
was coming and correspondents in 
Normandy and Brittany were con¬ 
stantly being asked about it by 
both Frenchmen and GIs.

It Ain't Hopeless Says 
German Military Expert 

German Maj. Wilhelm Olms, 
DNB military critic, in a survey 
of the war in France, recently said 
that the German fight “is not 
hopeless.” 


The Pacific and Asiatic main¬ 
land theaters have scored their 
persistent victories—but last week 
found most eyes focused on Eu¬ 
rope, which now has entered its 
sixth year of war. 

The difference between Sep¬ 
tember 1944 and September 1939 
is highlighted by the latest broad¬ 
cast from Gen. Dittmar, official 
Nazi spokesman, which tells the 
German people that they must 
fight on, not with any possible 
hope of a German victory, but 
solely with the end of “breaking 
the enemy’s will to destroy us.” 

This difference of five years 
stems primarily from the growth 
of unity and cooperation in the 
anti-Fascist world and its aban¬ 
donment of suspicions and fac¬ 
tionalism in favor of a policy of 
consolidation against the common 
enemy. With this underlying vic¬ 
tory have come the present cli¬ 
mactic blows now inflicting dis¬ 
aster on the Nazis. 

Allied offensives now develop¬ 
ing along the Marne river in 
France and the Danube in Ro¬ 
mania are directed at two of the 
weakest sections of Germany’s in¬ 
ner citadel. North of the Marne 
lies the plain of Flanders, stretch¬ 
ing northeastward into Belgium, 
Germany’s classic route of inva¬ 
sion into France-one which Al¬ 

lied strategy in the west evidently 
is preparing to follow in reverse. 

Up the Danube and across the Car¬ 
pathian mountains from the Red 
Army’s fast rolling Romanian 
front lies the plain of Hungary— 
another broad stretch of relatively 
level land. But besides these two 
major drives of the Anglo-Ameri¬ 
can-Soviet armies, let’s consider 
the activities of the anti-Fascist 
peoples of Europe. . . . 

Marshal Tito’s Partisan troops 
are operating at the gates of Zag¬ 
reb and capture of this capitol of 
the Germans’ puppet Croat state 
is expected shortly. . . . 

French forces of the interior 
have liberated Bordeaux, second 
major port on the French Atlantic 
coast to be taken by the Allies. 
Maquis units also have freed 
Chambery, capitol of Savoy, four 
miles southeast of Geneva. . . . 

Czechoslovak armed forces and 
partisans have dealt new heavy 
blows to the German and Hungar¬ 
ian troops struggling to stem the 
patriot tide in Slovakia. . . . 

The Swiss radio says that Ro¬ 
mania is free of German troops. 

The Moscow radio says that riot¬ 
ing has begun in Sofia, capitol of 
Bulgaria, and that the rioters are 
demanding a Bulgarian declaration 
of war on Germany. (Moscow also 
has broadcast an appeal to the 
Spanish people to revolt against 
the Fascist government of Gen. 
Franco.) . . . 

Stockholm advices assert that 
all signs point to a quick Finnish 


withdrawal from the war with the 
Soviet Union. . . . 

As for ITALY. . . . Allied forces 
there have breached the Nazis’ 
vaunted Gothic Line along a 20 
mile front. By breaking through 
German defenses, the Allies open¬ 
ed the gates to the Po valley. The 
breaching of the enemy line was 
carried out by British troops op¬ 
erating in the Adriatic sector. At 
the same time, American forces 
crossed the Arno river from Flor¬ 
ence west to the sea. Some of the 
spectacular American advances 
were made by Negro troops of the 
92nd Infantry Division. 

FRANCE. Late last week Gen. 
Eisenhower disclosed that Allied 
forces in western France, well 
ahead of schedule, have cost the 
Nazi wehrmacht more than 400,- 
000 casualties since D-day. Of the 
staggering German casualties, 
more than 200,000 were prisoners 

- with the total “continuing to 

mount.” And “the sorry elements 
of the once proud German army,” 
in the words of one correspondent, 
“have no food, no gas, and little 
or no transportation. They are liv¬ 
ing off the land like tramps as 
they seek a way back to Ger¬ 
many.” 

Already Gen. Patton’s Third 
Army is reported to have crossed 
the German frontier north of the 
fortified city of Metz, in Lorraine. 
Meanwhile the First American 
Army is reported to have crossed 
the Belgian border six miles north 
of Sedan. And the British Second 
Army has rolled into Arras, capitol 
of the Pas de Calais bomb coast. 

The fighting in southern France 
“has reached its last stages and 
there is now no front nor a front 
line” — according to the United 
Nations radio in Algiers. The en¬ 
emy trapped in the lower Rhone 
valley, totalling 15,000, has been 
destroyed. 

U. S. S. R. The third great Eu¬ 
ropean capitol to be freed by the 
Allies in 80 days won complete 
liberation Thursday when trium¬ 
phant Red Army troops marched 
into Bucharest to the cheers of 
their new Romanian allies. With 
Rome and Paris already liberated, 
the battle for a fourth European 
capitol intensified as Moscow re¬ 
ported that Red Army forces had 
“considerably improved” their po¬ 
sition to strike toward Belgrade, 
capitol of Yugoslavia, less than 
300 miles from Bucharest.

"Points" May Govern Rate 
Of Discharge of Army Vets 

Talk of a “priority” system 
whereby veterans of this war may 
be discharged has been going the 
rounds in Washington recently ac¬ 
cording to a story in the Army and 
Navy Journal. Under this proposed 
method, a certain number of points 
would be credited a man for ser¬ 
vice overseas, a certain number 
based on total length of service, 
points for campaigns in which he 
has engaged, and others based on 
his marital status, number of de¬ 
pendents, etc. 

Accordingly, the men with the 
greatest number of points will be 
released from service first. Ser¬ 
vicemen have been interviewed to 
ascertain their views, which were 
taken into account when the plan 
was formulated.

Employee Relations 
Section to Aid 
Civilian Employees 

The Employee Relations Section, 
Civilian Personnel Branch, was 
activated for the benefit of the 
employees on the post for the pur¬ 
pose of improving the quality of 
human relationship within this in¬ 
stallation. The staff stands ready 
at all times to assist with all prob¬ 
lems, at work or at home, that af¬ 
fect the morale and well being of 
the installation's personnel. Every 
employee is invited to bring any 
personal problem, transporation or 
financial needs to their attention. 
Dissatisfied employees are urged to 
present their problems to the staff 
counsellors who thoroughly inves¬ 
tigate and, if possible, straighten 
out the difference between the 
worker and the employer. 

As an integral function of the 
Civilian Personnel Branch this sec¬ 
tion coordinates its activities with 
placement training, orientation of 
the personnel, classification and 
wage administration and gives full
